torical fact that the decline of sil­ 
v er came abou t throu gh the action 
of G erm any , the L atin u nion, the 
S candinav ian states and Ilollaml, 
and not by the act of 18 73, all of ^ 
these iiav ing closed their mints toj 
free silv er w hen we were on a paper | 
basis, and w hen we had little or 
no silv er circu lation to affect the 
price and before the act of 18 78 . ’ | 
A nd later in the cou rse of his 
speech, referring to the c om pa r a ­ 
tiv e stabilitv in the v alu e relation 
betw een gold and silv er for m a ny 
before 18 73, he said : 
“ T he v alu e 
of silv er in its relation to goUl was 
m a inta ined by the wtirUl s u se oi 
both metals on a w o r l d ’s ratio.
